Representatives of the developer 
c o n t e n d 
t h a t 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
practitioners are not interested in 
the land and that it is unsuited for 
single family residential. 
The 
developm ent 
com pany 
proposes a change that would make 
it 
possible 
to 
locate 
a 
77-unit 
condominium on 
five 
plus-acres 
west of Constellation Road and 
north of Burton Mesa Boulevard. It 
would back up to the rear of homes 
which front on Antares Avenue and 
therein lies the tale. Homeowners 
on Antares have been among the 
most active opponents of the plan.

The 
supervisors in other words wanted 
answers to the whole scene.

New violence in 
Ireland brings 
death toll to five 


BELFAST,

(U PI)—Mobs stormed through the 
streets today in a new outbreak of 
v i o l e n c e 
b e t w e e n

Protestants and minority Roman 
Catholics. The government reacted 
by authorizing internment without 
trial for the first time in 10 years. 
Overriding warnings of civil war. 
Prem ier 
Brian 
Faulkner 
also 
banned most parades in a drive 
a g a i n s t 
the 
o u t l a we d 
Irish 
Republican Army (IRA), which is 
committed to reuniting Northern 
Ireland with the Irish Republic to 
the south. 
Police reported that an army 
sniper shot and killed a young boy 
preparing to throw a gasoline bomb, 
bringing to five the number of 
persons who have died in the rioting 
today and during the weekend. One 
was a British soldier. In Belfast and 
Londonderry, 
mobs continued to 
erect barricades of burning cars and 
buses, clashing with 
police and 
British troops. 


By 1 p.m. (8 a.m. EDT>, more 
than 300 persons had been arrested, 
most of them suspected IRA leaders 
and mem bers, security forces said. 


In the Roman Catholic Falls Road 
area of Belfast, a constant trouble 
spot, girls in skin tight jeans and hot 
pants filled empty pop and milk 
bottles with gasoline to use as 
bombs and sat on the curbs whittling 
broomsticks to pinpoint javelins. 


Children 
stayed

from 
school, organizing themselves into 
small groups which went from door 
to door collecting furniture to pile on 
barricades. Workers quit work to 
man them. 


By 
midafternoon, 
most 
street 
corners had stockpiles of gasoline 
bombs. A group of six girls hijacked 
a milk truck and turned it into a 
barricade. Someone got hold of a 
bulldozer and used it to knock over 
trees and streetlights as roadblocks. 
“ We ll hold out here forever,” one 
man shouted.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UP I»—Happy to he back but 
a little homesick for the moon. Apollo 15 s triumphant 
astronauts settled down today to two weeks of reports on 
man's most productive lunar expedition. 
"Boy, 1 11 tell you. it s really great to be back." said 
David R Scott, the bearded commander ol the nation's 
iourth moon landing mission "But that was a super fine 
trip and we really enjoyed it. ’ 
Scott, Allred M.Worden and Jam es B Irwin, free from 
the quarantine imposed on earlier lunar explorers, returned 
home late Sunday night to a warm, but wet welcome from 
their friends, families and some of the people who made 
their journey possible. 
Today, it was back to work for the men who have spent 
more tim e around the moon than anyone. First on their 
schedule was a detailed medical examination and then the 
start of a long series of debriefings covering all aspects of 


the 12-day odyssey. 
The astronauts' extraordinary 171-pound collection of 
rocks and soil from the Apennine Mountain valley they 
explored for three days is safely in the Lunar Receiving 
Laboratory being prepared for analysis. The 42 bags of 
samples will be opened later this week. 
The spacemen, well-rested and chipper after a good 
night’s rest following Saturday's Pacific Ocean splash­ 
down. flew to Houston from Honolulu and arrived in a 
rainstorm The weather didn’t dampen the enthusiasm of 
the astronauts or the 5.000 persons out to greet them. 
Scott and Irwin each gave their wives Hawaiian leis and 
embraced their children at planeside. Worden is divorced 
but he was greeted by his two daughters and parents. 
Scott told the cheering crowd that he watched the bright, 
lull moon as he flew home, “and as I looked out I felt a little 
homesick 


“ If you go to some place as beautiful and fascinating as 
that, and you spend three very intense, interesting days, 
you really get attached to it, you really do." Scott said. 


“ And the Hadley-Apennine is a fascinating place. There 
is a lot there. Jim and I could have spent many more days 
there, gathering all sorts ot things. 
Irwin, who like Worden had shaved his beaid alter splash­ 
down, said he thought a lot during the tlight about the 
thousands of people who worked on Project Apollo to make 
it a success. 


“ I was thankful for the genius of man to be able to create 
such beautiful machinery, beautiful equipment; thanklul 
for the people that carefully put it all together; thankful for 
the people that tested it; and last ot all, thanklul tor the 
people on the ground that were helping us operate it. 
"So without you, we could not have done if." Irwin said.

counts by a federal grand 
jury. 
The slain men. Guillermo 


Beltram Sanchez, 22. and 
Guillardo Alcazar Sanchez. 
21, cousins, were living in a 
downtown tenement July, 
16. 1970. when police raided 
the place in the mistaken 
belief a murder suspect was 
there. 
The raided apartment was 
occupied by the Sanchez 
cousins and four other Mexi­ 
cans, all in the United States 
illegally. 
The officers were Sgt 
Marshal 
F. 
Gaines. 
39. 
Jeffrey Fedrizzi, 21, 
and 
Hector R. Zapeda. 25. all of 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
Police 
Department 
and 
William 
KinselJa. 
38. of the San 
L e a n d r o 
P o l i c e 
Department. 
Gaines testified about the 
confusion in the raid and 
said he fired because he 


thought one of the Mexicans 
was about to fire on him and 
his fellow officers.

Krishna consciousness is 
simply that. The brain be­ 
comes 
stuffed 
with 
Him. 
There is room for little else. 
Devotees walk about all day, 
chanting, 
“ Hare 
Krishna, 
hare krishna, krishna, krish- 
na, hare hare, hara ram a, 
hare ram a, ram a ram a, hare 
hare”-—a minimum of 1,728 
time a day. ‘‘They are for­ 


ever chanting my glories,” 
Krishna said, and it still 
seems that way. 
Krishna 
people use “Hare (har-ra) 
Krishna” for both hello and 
goodby and then walk away, 
chanting softly, as though 
memorizing 
aloud: 
“ Hare 
Krishna, hare krishna, krish­ 
na, krishna, krishna . . .” 


“ You have to hear God be­ 
fore you can see him ,” said 
Rupanuga Das, 31, standing 
inside the four-story building 
that is the Krishna temple in 
Brooklyn. “The holy name of 
our Lord is the same as the 
Lord himself. The problem in 
this century is the lack of 
god-consciousness. We want 
to make people happy, and 
anybody who hears the name 
of God is benefited by it.” 
Krishna 
consciousness,

says, is experienced as a 
process of self-purification. 


Americans, however, have

Dear Dr. Lamb—To end a 
lot of arguing in the family 
1 would like your answer be- 
c a u s e I know I’m right 
though my family says I’m 
not. Sitting on one’s seat all 
the time doesn’t m a k e it 
broader does it? 


Dear Reader—It can be a 
contributing factor. A per­ 
son who sits all the time and 
gets no exercise is apt to be 
building 
up 
f a t deposits 
around the body. The seat 
is one of nature’s favorite 
storage 
locations 
for 
fat. 
Then there is the question 
ol muscle tone, poor muscle 
tone does increase dim en­ 
sions — but more noticeably 
in the abdomen. Many peo­ 
ple lose muscle tone in the 
abdomen from jobs or habits 
that involve sitting and very 
little use of the stomach 
muscles. 
Location of fat deposits on 
the body is also related to 
i n h e r i t e d characteristics.

I never discount 
the psychic and hence health­ 
ful benefits a patient can get 
from faith — even in copper 
bracelets. 


Other t h a n the psychic 
benefits — which can fav­ 
orably affect the course of a 
disease — there is no evi­ 
dence that copper bracelets 
do anything else to cure or 
prevent arthritis. Arthritis 
has a tendency for unex- 
p l a i n e d remissions and 
sometimes it doesn’t return 
—in spite of medicine, not 
because of it.

the husband’s role is to pro­ 
vide—and the wife’s role is 
to follow and serve her hus­ 
band, no questions asked. To­ 
gether, they raise Krishna­ 
conscious 
children, 
who, 


presumably, learn to thump 
tambourines and further the 
cause 
Krishna believers obvious­ 
ly are not adverse to making 
a buck. True, the long lock of 
hair on top of male m em ­ 
bers’ o t h e r w i s e shaved 
heads is a safety measure 
so that if they ever fall into 
the pit of “ m aterial con­ 
sciousness,” 
Krishna 
can 
yank them out of it by the 
hare 
of the 
head. 
True, 
Krishna 
m e m b e r s 
have 
pasty complexions because 
the women don’t wear m ake­ 
up and because there is little 
time 
between 
those 
1,728 
Hare Krishnas for sunbath­ 
ing. But women sometimes 
wear gold rings through their 
right nostrils and saffron 
robes don’t grow on trees. 
Even 
Krishna m ust have 
known 
a b o u t capitalism , 
5,000 years ago. 
Strolling troubadours re­ 
ceive considerable amounts 
of money in contributions 
and there are other profit­ 
able enterprises working for 
Krishna. Apple Records, the 
Beatles’ outfit, has released 
an album of Krishna chants 
by London devotees. Royal­ 
ties go to the movement. 
Hare Krishna temples also 
are large suppliers of whole­ 
sale incense. Meanwhile, the 
Brooklyn temple operates a 
publishing facility w h i c h 
turns out spiritual literature 


(a lifetime subscription to 
“Back 
to 
Godhead,” 
the 
movement magazine, costs 
$222) and is starting a cater­ 
ing service. 
Krishna food, incidentally, 


consists of only fruit, vege­ 
tables, grains, cheese and 
milk products 
(no 
eggs). 
Persons invited into the tem ­ 
ple are expected to take off 
their shoes outside (shoes 
are considered dirty) and 
have a seat on the floor. 
Visitors m ust eat with their 
hands off paper plates. 


The Brooklyn temple has 
very little furniture, not be­ 
cause item s like chairs and 
beds (devotees use sleeping 
bags) and bar stools are con­ 
sidered 
immoral, 
but be­ 
cause they take up space 
that can be used for other 
endeavors. 


If this sounds as though the 
entire 
Krishna 
movement 
might be slipping into the 
m aterial 
pit, 
let 
Das—a 
former Washington D.C. so­ 
cial worker—explain: 


“The idea is not to give 
up m aterial things, but to 
use them in Krishna service 
. . . There is no danger of 
our being corrupted by our 
business enterprises.” 


Das adm its that his back­ 
ground as a social worker is 
useful at times since many 
youths who live in the temple 
(the average age is 22) are 
former drug users or cam e 
from unhappy homes. He 
maintains that things are go­ 
ing as well for Krishna in 
the youth m arket as they ap­ 
pear to be going for Chris­ 
tianity. 
“ We’ve been around for 
five years now,” he said. 
“ We’re not just some hippie 
fad.”

The value of persever­ 
ance is obvious just about 
anywhere you look. 


W i t n e s s the dedicated 
term ite who chews happily 
a w a y on the eight-by-10- 
inch betm that holds up 
your living room; the gos­ 
sam er snowflake intent on 
i m m o b i l i z i n g New York 
City; or the Colorado River 
c a r v i n g a crack into the 
Grand Canyon. 
You’re certainly no ter­ 
mite, and your interest in 
the Grand Canyon is prob­ 
ably purely visual, but there 
is a bit of a moral here that 
has a practical application: 
If you want to have a little 
financial security in your 
middle-age, the time to be­ 
gin is when you’re young. 
With a m o d e s t annual 
goal, and the determ ination 
to hang in there, you can 
build yourself something re­ 
sembling a money machine. 


It may be a bottom-of-the- 
line model—equipped with 
a hand crank instead of nu­ 
clear power—but it will do 
quite a job just the same. 
For example: How does a 
self-perpetuating 
bank 
ac­ 
count at age 40 sound? One 
that will pay you $1,200 a 
year, while r e g u l a r l y in 
creasing in size, even though 
you make no deposits. 


There’s no magic about 
it; just compound interest 
doing its work The whole 
trick is based on accumulat­ 
ing enough money so that 
the money makes money. 
Here’s how it’s done: 
You begin when you’re 25. 
(Of course, you can also 
start later, but then the pay­ 
off also comes later.) You 


open a savings account and 
start making deposits at the 
rate of $100 a month. 
At the end of the first 
year, o b v i o u s l y , you’ve 
saved $1,200. But if your 
money is earning 5 per cent 
interest, compounded quar­ 
terly, that’s $32.88 more. 
By the end of the second 
year you’ve added another 
$1,200 in d e p o s i t s , plus 
nearly $96 in added interest. 
Already the interest itself 
has begun to earn more in­ 
terest, and you’re on your 
way. 


During the 10th year, the 
interest alone has reached a 
significant proportion. While 
you’ve added only the usual 
$1,200 in monthly deposits 
during the year, your noard 
has managed to earn a cool 
$728.15 in added interest. 


But the 15th year is the 
one that turns the tide. Dur­ 
ing the 12 months that in­ 
clude your 40th b i r t h d a y , 
your account racks up more 
in i n t e r e s t than you’ve 
added in deposits. The inter­ 
est has reached $1,271,96. 
And th at’s the key to your 
money machine. It is now 
s e l f - p o w e r e d , and need 
never quit. From this point 
on, it will go on generating 
enough interest to pay you 
$1,200 a year, and to add 
something to the principal 
as well. 


By the time you’re 55, for 
example, you will have had 
15 years of annual with­ 
drawals. plus a balance of 
$29,553.74. And that’s near­ 
ly $3,000 more than you had 
in the account when you 
r e a c h e d 40 and stopped 
making deposits.

according to former Pentagon security expert William

Many of them, in fact, arc 
nothing but newspaper clippings. 

Ogden R Reid, R-N.Y., there are 
8.000 officers in the Defense Department alone with the 
authority to classify documents as “ Secret" or “ Top 
Secret " 
Each year since 1861, the government has been 
publishing new volumes in a monumental series called 
“The Foreign Relations of the United States." It runs a

Volumes published in 
1971 will cover 1946. 
But the series contains only papers in the State 
Department files and, good as it is, it omits many 
important documents, charges journalist and historian 
William L Shirer.

Roger Hillsman, assistant secretary of state in the 
Kennedy administration, suggests periodic reviews of all 
documents by the appropriate comm ittee of Congress. 
Congressional legislation and initiative could help 
redress the current situation, agrees Rep Reid. 
“ But m ore fundamentally," he says, “ what we need is 
government with faith in the American people and in 
their right to participate in the great decisions. If we do 
not see this now, after the Bay of Pigs, the Dominican 
Republic intervention and the whole tragic history of 
Indochina, then as a nation we do not really understand 
dem ocracy.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Careful reading of the Pentagon 
Vietnam documents discloses the 
haphazard willingness with which 
men in high positions leaped to 
mastermind U.S. strategy in a type 
of war whose techniques they did 
not begin to understand. The men 
were willing to predict what an 
enemy whose philosophy they had 
not explored would do or not do 
under various types of pressure. 
Yet some of these 
recommendations 
would — or did — 
result in the deaths 
of many thousands 
of Americans and 
Asians and vitally 
affect the future of 
this country and a 
number of our close 
allies. 
The 
recommendations 
included 
the 
introduction of 
conventional 
U.S. arm y divisions into a guerrilla 
war, retaliation against Hanoi to 
cause Ho Chi Minh’s men to cease 
specific acts in the 
south, 
the 
destruction of North Vietnamese 
industry 
as 
a 
psychological 
deterrent, the institution of search- 
and-destroy missions as a means of 
sapping 
the 
en em y ’s 
over-all 
fighting ability, the principle of 
graduated escalation as a war of 
nerves. All these operations were 
introduced as theories and adopted 
with little attem pt to learn whether 
there was any evidence in fact that 
these actions would destroy Hanoi's 
military-political strength or its will 
to win. 
, It was as though Mao Tse-tung, Ho 
Chi Minh and Gen. Giap and their 
associates had not written or spoken 
millions of words on their policies 
and 
their 
tactics 
and 
had 
not 
demonstrated in practice over the 
past 20 to 40 years in one country or 
another what had proved ineffective 
(or 
e ffe c tiv e) 
a g a in st 
t heir 
particular type of warfare. 
In all too many cases, therefore, 
the 
theories 
turned 
out 
to 
be 
tragically wrong or ineffective. 
Take some of the propositions 
mentioned above — all pushed by 
senior men: 
—The theory that if Hanoi became 
convinced by a sufficient build-up of 
U.S. forces and by stronger and 
s tr o n g e r 
U.S. 
a c tio n s 
t h a t 
Washington was determined, Ho’s 
government 
might 
stop 
sending 
troops to South Vietnam. A principal 
factor here was to be air attacks. 
But no one bothered to find out 
whether the air attacks did in fact 
lower morale and cause divisiveness 
in North Vietnam or whether they 
enabled Hanoi to consolidate its 
power. 
—The theory that if Hanoi saw its 
small 
industry 
about 
to 
be 
destroyed, Ho’s associates would be 
willing to negotiate or to cut back 
on their operations in the south. No 
one 
looked 
back 
in 
history 
to 
determine whether Ho or any other 
Asian Communist leader had ever
